Urban  District  Council  of  Havant  and  Waterloo. 

Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  second  Annual 
Report  on  the  Health,  Sanitary  Conditions,  and  Public 
Health  Work  of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year  ending 
31st  December,  1937. 

This  report  is  drawn  up  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  Circular  1650  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  year  saw  a large  increase  in  the  infant 
population  of  the  District — no  less  than  356  babies  being 
born  in  1937  as  against  247  in  1936.  This  is  a 44  per 
cent,  increase  which,  whilst  it  may  mean  that  more 
children  per  family  are  being  born,  when  taken  in 
conjunction  with  the  368  additional  houses  erected 
during  the  year,  points  to  a steady  and  rapid  expansion 
of  your  District. 

The  Council’s  decision  to  concentrate  the  disposal 
of  Sewage  on  the  mainland  by  a large-scale  Sewerage 
Scheme  and  Sewage  Disposal  Works  in  the  Bedhampton 
Ward  adjoining  the  sea  was  made  during  the  year.  The 
Hayling  Sewage  Disposal  Works  were  also  under 
consideration  with  a view  to  their  modernisation  and 
enlargement. 

The  Purbrook  Ward  during  the  early  months  of 
the  year  shared  to  some  extent  in  the  outbreak  of  Scarlet 
Fever  which  was  general  to  that  part  of  the  County. 
The  prevalence  of  this  Infectious  Disease  put  some 
strain  on  the  accommodation  available  for  the  Urban 
District’s  use  at  the  Portsmouth  Infectious  Diseases 
Hospital,  and  had  the  outbreak  extended  beyond  the 
Purbrook-Widley  Districts,  some  serious  difficulty  in 
securing  the  prompt  admission  of  our  cases  to  the  Fever 
Hospital  might  have  arisen. 

I am  indebted  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  other 
Council  Officers  for  their  co-operation  in  the  work  of  the 
Department  during  the  year  and  for  their  help  in  the 
preparation  of  this  report.

There  are  the  small  miscellaneous  employ- 
ments usually  found  in  a District  of  this  character 
and  include  a Glove-making  factory,  Parchment 
Works,  Laundries,  Agriculture,  Poultry  Farming, 
Fishing,  Sawing  and  Timber  Yards,  Boat  Build- 
ing, Flourmilling,  Brick-making  and  the  like. 
Dairy  Farming  is  one  of  the  main  occupations,  the 
farms  in  the  District  numbering  59. 

The  popularity  of  Hayling  Island  as  a holiday 
centre  is  increasing  and  there  are  now  4 modern 
holiday  camps  on  the  Island. 

The  District  during  1937  showed  considerable 
expansion,  over  368  dweJlinghouses  being  erected.

Hospital,  Milton,  Portsmouth.

The  needs  of  the  District  are  amply  met  and 
no  difficulty  has  arisen  over  boundaries  of  areas 
served.  The  mortuary  at  the  old  Infectious 
Diseases  Hospital  is  now  generally  available  and 
an  arrangement  exists  whereby  the  mortuary  of 
the  Rural  District  Council  of  Petersfield  at  Horn- 
dean  can  be  used  when  the  emergency  arises.

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  sends  copies  of 
all  notifications  of  Puerperal  Fever  and  Pyrexia 
immediately  upon  receipt  to  the  County  Medical 
Officer  who  makes  special  arrangements  for  their 
treatment.  Maternal  deaths  are  also  investigated 
by  the  County  Medical  Officer. 


Poor  Law  and  Medical  Relief.

Infant  Life  Protection. 

Part  1 of  The  Children  Act,  1908,  as  amended 
by  The  Children  and  Young  Persons  Acts,  1932, 
and  1933,  is  administered  by  the  County  Council. 

All  foster  parents  and  children  are  regularly 
visited  by  the  Medical  staff  or  health  visitors  of 
the  County  and  suitable  action  taken  if  indicated.

SECTION  C. 

The  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Water. 

The  District  is  particularly  fortunate  in  having 
at  its  door  and  abundant  water  supply  owned  by 
the  Portsmouth  Water  Company.  Despite  the 
drought  there  has  always  been  abundant  water 
available  for  the  supply  of  a rapidly  extending 
District. 

Hayling  Island  is  supplied  from  the  mains  of 
the  Council  who  purchase  the  water  in  bulk  from 
the  Portsmouth  Water  Company.  The  Hayling 
Water  Undertaking  is  under  the  direction  of  a 
Committee  of  the  Council.

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Although  a brief  description  of  the  sewage 
disposal  works  has  appeared  in  previous  reports, 
it  is  again  included  for  the  benefit  of  new  members 
of  the  Council. 

There  are  seven  sewage  disposal  works  within 
the  area,  but  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Council  to 
reduce  this  number. 

The  works  dealing  with  the  sewerage  in  the 
Warblington  Ward  are  outside  the  boundaries  of 
the  District,  at  Thorney  Road,  near  Emsworth. 
These  are  controlled  by  the  Warblington  and 
Westbourne  Joint  Drainage  Committee  which  is 
comprised  of  appointed  members  of  the  Havant 
and  Waterloo  Urban  District  Council  and  the 
Chichester  Rural  District  Council. 

In  the  BEDHAMPTON  WARD  where  the 
sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  schemes  were  com- 
pleted in  1931,  the  works  are  situated  at  Bed- 
hampton, south  of  the  Southern  Railway,  to  the 
west  of  Mill  House.  Some  portion  of  the  sewage 
is  lifted  by  ejectors,  one  at  the  junction  of  Brook- 
side  and  Lower  Roads,  and  the  other  at  Strode 
Road,  served  by  a central  compressing  station  at 
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Bidbury  Lane.  The  sewage  enters  the  works  by 
means  of  an  inverted  syphon  which  commences  at 
the  top  of  Brookside  Road  near  the  Bedhampton 
Post  Offices.  There  are  at  the  works  2 detritus 
tanks,  4 sedimentation  tanks,  4 sprinkler  filters,  2 
humus  tanks,  sludge  beds  and  an  irrigation  area  for 
storm  water.  The  works  are  designed  to  serve  a 
population  of  2,500.  The  effluent  discharges  into 
a creek  south  of  the  works. 

In  the  HAYLING  WARD,  where  the  works 
serve  only  that  portion  formerly  known  as  the 
Parish  of  South  Hayling,  owing  to  the  flat  nature 
of  the  District,  no  fewer  than  six  sewage  lifts  are 
in  use.  The  sewage  is  lifted  up  to  the  tanks  at  the 
works,  and  also  near  the  school  and  at  Eastoke  by 
means  of  electrically  operated  pumps.  The  three 
remaining  lifts  are  ejector  stations  at  (1)  the  south 
end  of  West  Lane,  (2)  the  south  end  of  St.  Georges 
Road,  (3)  the  junction  of  Havant  Road  and  Sea 
Front,  and  worked  from  a central  air  compressing 
station  in  Station  Road. 

The  works  consist  of  3 sprinkler  filters,  land 
irrigation  and  sludge  beds,  and  were  completed  in 
1925,  having  been  designed  to  serve  a population 
of  5,000. 

In  the  HAVANT  WARD,  the  whole  of  the 
sewage  with  the  exception  of  that  from  Langstone 
(which  is  lifted  in  Langstone  Road  by  electrically 
operated  pumps)  gravitates  to  the  disposal  works 
at  Brockhampton  and  is  lifted  for  treatment.  The 
works  comprise  storage  tanks,  three  sprinkler 
filters,  two  detritus  tanks,  three  sedimentation 
tanks,  humus  tanks,  irrigation  area,  sludge  beds 
and  storm  water  tanks.  The  effluent  is  discharged 
into  a creek  south  of  Langstone  Mill. 

There  are  no  fewer  than  four  separate  sewage 
disposal  works  in  the  WATERLOO  WARD, 
situated  as  follows  : — 

(1)  On  the  south  side  of  Hulbert  Road  and 
about  700  yards  from  Waterlooville.  These  works 
deal  with  practically  all  the  properties  in  that  part 
of  the  ward  south  of  the  Hambledon — Stakes  Hill 
Road,  and  also  the  whole  of  the  Purbrook  Ward. 
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The  works  now  comprise  3 detritus  tanks,  2 
upward  flow  tanks,  7 sprinkler  Alters,  humus  tanks, 
sludge  beds,  and  storm  water  tanks.  There  are 
two  ejectors  at  the  works  used  for  lifting  sludge 
under  drainings  and  humus  tanks.  There  is  also 
a central  pumping  station  in  Westbrook  Grove, 
Purbrook,  to  which  practically  all  the  sewage  in 
the  Purbrook  Ward  gravitates.  This  sewage  is 
lifted  by  electrically  operated  pumps  for  a distance 
of  200  yards  into  a main  sewer  which  gravitates 
to  the  works.  The  effluent  discharges  into  the 
water  course  which  is  on  the  north  side  of  Hulbert 
Road.  These  works  are  designed  to  serve  a 
population  of  8,700. 

(2)  Situated  off  Hart  Plain  Avenue,  Cowplain. 
These  works  deal  with  practically  the  whole  of 
the  District  north  of  Park  Avenue  on  both  sides  of 
the  main  London  Road.  Provision  has  been 
made  for  the  treatment  of  the  sewage  from 
Horndean  and  Blendworth  within  the  Rural 
District  of  Petersfield. 

There  is  one  electrically  operating  pumping 
station  in  Park  Lane,  and  the  sewage  gravitates 
to  the  works  from  other  parts  of  the  area,  dis- 
charging by  a duplicated  inverted  syphon  sewer. 
The  works  comprise  detritus  tanks,  3 upward  ffow 
tanks,  3 sprinkler  Alters,  humus  tanks  and  second- 
ary filters,  storm  water  tanks  and  sludge  tanks.  An 
automatic  electric  motor  with  a 3in.  pump  (in 
duplicate)  has  been  installed  for  lifting  the  sludge 
drainings  and  emptying  the  humus  tanks.  This 
replaces  a l^in.  petrol  driven  pump  and  two  hand 
operated  chain  pumps.  All  drainings  can  now  be 
pumped  to  the  detritus  chambers  for  secondary 
treatment.  The  pump  well  provided  with  the 
installation  will  permit  the  drainage  of  properties 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  works  which  cannot  be  con- 
nected to  the  existing  sewer  and  syphon.  A 
highly  satisfactory  effluent  is  produced  and  is 
discharged  into  a water  course  running  through 
the  works.  These  works  were  designed  for  the 
late  Catherington  Rural  District  Council  and  are 
capable  of  treating  the  sewage  for  population  of 
3,860. 
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(3)  Situated  on  the  north  side  of  Hambledon 
Road,  approximately  400  yards  from  the  cross 
roads  in  Waterlooville.  These  works  deal  with 
the  sewage  by  gravitation  of  all  properties  be- 
tween Hambledon  Road  and  King’s  Road, 
Cowplain,  and  also  the  several  properties  on  the 
east  side  of  London  Road,  between  Stakes  Road 
and  Hulbert  Road. 

(4)  Small  works  situate  in  Hulbert  Road  a 
short  distance  to  the  north  of  No.  1 works. 

These  works  deal  with  the  sewage  from 
properties  on  the  east  side  of  the  London  Road  in 
the  vicinity  of  Avondale  and  Beaconsheld  Roads.

Numerous  complaints  were  received  relative 
to  flooding  which  occurred  in  various  parts  of  the 
district,  and  inspections  were  carried  out  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  and  appropriate  action  taken 
where  necessary.  Sundry  inspections  were  made 
in  connection  with  suspected  pollution  of  water 
courses  and  representations  as  necessary  made  in 
connection  therewith. 
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Inspections  were  made  and  samples  of  water 
submitted  for  analysis  in  respect  of  the  watercress 
beds  in  the  District,  and  such  action  as  was 
necessary  was  taken  by  the  Council,  with  the 
co-operation  of  the  owners  of  the  beds. 


Closet  Accommodation. 

In  those  parts  of  the  District  not  having 
facilities  for  water  closet  sanitary  accommodation, 
pail  closets  are  largely  used.  In  133  cases  the 
emptying  and  disposal  of  the  contents  are  under- 
taken by  the  Council. 

During  the  year  11  new  water  closets  were 
cnostructed. 


Public  Cleansing. 

A weekly  collection  of  refuse  by  the  Council’s 
employees  is  now  in  operation  throughout  the 
whole  of  the  area.  With  the  exception  of  the 
Havant  Ward  and  Hayling  Beachlands,  where 
horse  drawn  vehicles  are  used,  the  collection  is 
made  by  4 motor  scavenging  vehicles. 

The  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping 
at  two  central  tips,  one  on  the  mainland  situate 
at  Southmoor,  Havant,  and  the  other  at  Hayling 
at  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works,  where  the  refuse 
is  used  for  the  formation  of  banks  round  the  same. 

The  average  weekly  collection  is  120  tons,  an 
increase  of  8 tons  or  7%  on  the  1936  figure. 

Cesspools  are  emptied  by  an  up-to-date  cess- 
pool and  gully  emptier  (which  is  provided  with 
special  fitments  for  A.R.P.  work)  upon  application 
being  made  to  the  Council,  the  work  being  carried 
out  by  the  Council’s  workmen.  The  contents  are 
deposited  in  the  nearest  sewer.  There  are  300 
cesspools  receiving  this  service,  138  in  the  main- 
lands district  receiving  550  emptyings  and  162  at 
Hayling  receiving  835  emptyings  during  the  year.

Smoke  Abatement. 

Several  observations  have  been  made  in 
connection  with  this  matter  and  representation 
was  made  by  the  Council  in  respect  of  one 
chimney,  although  it  was  not  found  necessary  to 
make  any  report  as  to  smoke  nuisance. 
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Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

There  is  a swimming  bath  at  each  of  the 
approved  holiday  camps  at  Hayling  Island  pro- 
vided solely  for  the  use  of  persons  residing  in  the 
camps.  Facilities  for  Public  Bathing  are  available 
at  Emsworth  in  addition  to  the  natural  facilities 
which  abound  at  Hayling. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

No  action  has  been  called  for  during  the  year 
under  review. 


Schools. 

The  Public  Elementary  and  Secondary  Schools 
are  under  the  control  of  the  Hampshire  County 
Council. 

The  sanitary  conditions  and  water  supply  are 
matters  of  routine  inspection  since  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  is  the  Schools  Medical  Officer  of 
the  District. 

No  schools  were  closed  during  the  year  on 
account  of  infectious  disease. 

Mosquito  Control. 

The  Director,  John  F.  Marshall,  c.b.e.,  m.a., 
f.l.s.,  f.e.s.,  of  the  British  Mosquito  Control  Insti- 
tute at  Hayling  Island  has  kindly  furnished  me 
with  the  following  report  on  the  Institute’s  work  : — 

“ The  mosquito  control  operations  carried  out, 
during  the  year  1937,  both  in  Hayling  Island  and 
in  the  coastal  areas  of  Bedhampton,  Langstone 
and  Warblington,  produced  very  satisfactory 
results.  Two  especially  prolific  breeding  areas  of 
salt-marsh  mosquitoes  in  Hayling,  which  were 
mentioned  in  the  previous  report  (1936)),  caused 
no  trouble  in  1937.  These  areas  are  located  (a)  at 
Eastoke,  near  the  Coronation  Holiday  Camp,  and 
(b)  at  Tournerbury  Marshes,  near  the  Sunshine 
Holiday  Camp.  The  installation  (by  the  Urban 
District  Council),  in  1936,  of  an  outlet  pipe  with 
a tidal-flap  continued  to  keep  the  former  area  free 
from  mosquito  larvae  ; while,  in  the  Tournerbury

area,  further  deepening  of  the  sea-wall  ditch  run- 
ning eastwards  from  the  Pound  Marsh  sluice 
removed  so  large  a proportion  of  the  previously- 
existing  accumulation  of  stagnating  salt  water 
that  the  remainder  was  easily  “ treated  ” with  oil 
or  larvicides  whenever  it  was  found  to  be  necess- 
ary. 


The  only  noticeable  “ outbreak  ” of  adult 
mosquitoes  recorded  in  Hayling  in  1937  occurred, 
during  August,  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  Coro- 
nation Camp.  This  proved,  on  investigation,  to 
be  due  to  the  fact  that  (in  ignorance  of  advice 
given  to  the  previous  owners  by  the  Mosquito 
Control  Institute)  the  water  in  the  Fisheries  “ Boat- 
ing Lake  ” had  been  allowed  to  rise  above  its  cus- 
tomary level  and  thus  to  form  marginal,  mosquito- 
breeding “ pockets  ” infested  with  larvae.  The 
trouble  was  easily  dealt  writh  by  the  construction 
of  a few  ditches  connecting  the  infested  places 
with  the  main  body  of  water. 

Except  for  the  above-mentioned  cases,  reports 
received  from  managers  and  members  of  staff  of 
the  various  holiday  camps  at  Hayling  directed 
attention  to  the  fact  that  none  of  their  numerous 
patrons  were  annoyed  by  mosquitoes  during  the 
holiday  season  of  1937.  When  it  is  considered  (a) 
that  one  of  the  principal  diversions  at  the  said 
camps  is  swimming-pool  bathing,  and  (b)  that 
nearly  all  these  camps  are  located  in  the  close 
proximity  of  areas  * which,  but  for  the  control 
measures  employed,  would  be  among  the  worst 
mosquito-breeding  foci  in  the  district,  it  is  perhaps 
unnecessary  to  adduce  further  evidence  regarding 
the  effectiveness  of  the  work. 

Satisfactory  control  was  also  maintained, 
throughout  1937,  in  the  coastal  areas  of  Bedhamp- 
ton,  Langstone  and  Warblington.  In  these  areas, 
surface-oiling  of  infested  water  was  the  method 
chiefly  used.  A certain  amount  of  ditch  clearing 
and  grading  was  also  carried  out  in  the  Bedhamp- 
ton  coastal  areas,  notably  in  portions  of  the  sea 
wall  ditch  which  lies  between  Chalk  Dock  sluice 
and  the  Havant-Portsmouth  boundary. 
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During  1937  the  number  of  batches  of  mos- 
quito larvae  collected  (either  in  Bedhampton, 
Langstone,  Hayling  or  Warblington)  and  exam- 
ined in  the  Mosquito  Control  Laboratory  totalled 
417  : the  accumulations  of  water  concerned  being 
subsequently  de-infested  by  oiling,  larviciding  or 
drainage  according  to  circumstances.”

Milk  Supply. 

The  cowsheds  and  dairies  may  be  regarded  as 
being  generally  satisfactory,  and  during  the  year 
various  improvements  and  modernisation  of  exist- 
ing premises  have  been  made. 

Extension  of  the  use  of  mechanical  milking 
plant  has  been  made  and  at  four  dairies  modern 
mechanical  plant  and  equipment  have  been  instal- 
led. 
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The  arrangement  for  the  submission  of  samples 
of  milk  from  producers  within  the  area  under  the 
County  Scheme  for  the  detection  of  tubercle 
bacilli,  has  been  continued  and  18  samples  were 
taken,  one  “ positive  ” sample  resulting. 

An  additional  6 samples  were  taken  and  sub- 
mitted for  examination  in  connection  with  the 
County  scheme  for  the  provision  of  milk  for  school 
children,  one  “ positive  ” sample  resulting.  8 
samples  of  “ Pasteurised  ” milk  were  submitted  for 
Phosphatase  test  and  Bacterial  Count.

With  the  exception  of  one  carcase  and  offal  of 
a cow  which  was  condemned  on  account  of 
tuberculosis,  and  parts  of  three  pigs  and  two 
cattle,  all  meat  inspected  was  found  to  be  sound 
and  free  from  disease. 

The  question  of  more  effective  inspection  has 
been  raised  during  the  year,  and  with  a view 
towards  securing  this,  the  matter  should  be  one  of 
some  concern  to  your  Council. 

The  bakehouses  have  been  inspected,  and 
found  to  be  generally  satisfactory,  and  where 
required  the  necessary  limewashing  has  been 
regularly  carried  out.

Nutrition. 

All  the  schools  in  the  Area  have  a milk  scheme, 
and  where  available  “ Pasteurised  ” milk  is  used. 
Fairly  full  use  is  made  of  this  scheme,  whereby 
scholars  may  consume  within  the  schools  premi- 
ses wholesome  milk  at  a reduced  price. 


Shell  Fish. 

The  Shell  Fish  Industry  is  general  to  the 
Emsworth  Harbour,  and  includes  the  following : — 
Oysters,  winkles,  mussels,  escallops  and  cockles. 
These  are  sent  to  be  marketed  in  Portsmouth, 
Brighton  and  London.  There  are  two  main  Oyster 
Layings  in  the  Emsworth  Harbour,  at  which 
oysters  from  abroad  are  cleansed  in  nine  beds  to 
which  the  tide  has  access.  There  are  also  other 
oyster  cleansing  ponds  situated  near  Creek  Point, 
North  Havling. 
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SECTION  F. 

Prevalence  of,  and  Control  over,  Infectious  and 
other  Diseases. 

The  year  1937  saw  a rather  high  incidence 
of  Scarlet  Fever  in  the  Purbrook  Ward  of  the 
Urban  District.  This  outbreak  coincided  with  a 
prevalence  of  the  disease  in  the  neighbouring  City. 
As  Portsmouth  provides  employment,  entertain- 
ment, and  is  the  shopping  centre  for  the  majority 
of  Purbrook’s  residents,  it  was  to  be  expected  that 
Purbrook  would  suffer  more  than  any  other  Ward. 
48  out  of  the  72  notified  cases  resided  in  Purbrook. 

For  the  Urban  District  as  a whole,  of  the  72 
cases  notified  53  were  removed  to  the  Portsmouth 
Infectious  Diseases  Hospital.  Owing  to  pressure 
during  the  year  on  the  Fever  Hospital  accommo- 
dation at  Portsmouth,  admission  of  every  case  of 
Scarlet  Fever  was  not  pressed  for,  especially  if 
isolation  and  adequate  medical  care  were  both 
available  at  the  patient’s  own  home.

This  figure  of  1,567  indicates  a good  response 
on  the  part  of  the  parents  to  have  the  protective 
treatment  for  their  children  and  can  be  considered 
as  most  satisfactory.  Steps  are  now  being  taken 
to  maintain  this  protected  child  population  by 
offering  the  treatment  to  infants  as  and  when  they 
reach  the  age  of  one  and  to  any  newcomers  to  the 
District. 

Of  the  other  notifiable  diseases  the  most  note- 
worthy are  the  two  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  which 
occurred  during  the  year.  One  patient,  on  holi- 
day in  Hayling  Island  undoubtedly  contracted  the 
disease  at  his  home  before  coming  to  this  District, 
and  in  the  other  case  the  source  of  infection  could 
not  be  traced. 

Other  measures  in  the  control  of  Infectious 
Diseases  including  home  visiting,  examination  of 
contacts  in  schools  and  at  home,  disinfection,  the 
provision  of  anti-toxins,  etc.,  remain  as  reported  in 
previous  years.
